The bishop's charge that Rosen­ 
berg strayed “far afield from the 
objective of truth” was expected to 
be echoed from pulpits in the fight 
against the advance of the German 
faith, or paganism movement, the 
cause of great concern to church­ 
men during recent months. 
The confessional synod this week 
gained its greatest victory over the
